The 
Telford pyfilem is considered an improve- 
ment on the above system, and consists 
of a bed properly graded and rolled with 
a fifteen or twenty-ton roller, a layer of 
hand placed stone is then placed over 
the Ited and a dressing of broken stone 
covers the whole.

Is 
there any law by which the taxpayers 
may'recovor moneys that havebeenpaid 
out by order of Boards of Supervisors on 
illegal claims against the comity? 


ONE WHO PAYS TAXES. 


Fresno, January 13,1890. 
Yes. You will find it in Deering's 


Supplement to the Codes and Statutes 
for 1889. The law provides that any 
taxpayer may rae tho Board of Super- 
visors to recover money paid on claims 
illegally allowed by the Board of Super- 
visors. Such suit must be brought in the 
name of the county, "and the District 
Attorney must prosecute." For instance, 
if a tax payer desires to recover for the 
county the money that has been paid for 
medicines on Dr. Leach's order, he 
would have to bring suit in the name of 
the county against the Board oi Super- 
visors, and their bondsmen - would be 
jointly and levewUly liable. All moneys 
that have been paid for supplying drugs 
and medicines to the Hospital have been 
illegally ordered paid by the Supervise:*, 
because the law provirfes that such sup- 
plies must be tarnished1 by contract. An 
injunction will not lie to prevent the 
paying of an illegal claim, but the money 
can be recovered afterwards from the Su- 
pervisors or their bondsmen in the man- 
ner indicated.--CiTY EDITOR.]
